REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art of record is JP 07-59716. 

3. JP 07-5971 6 teaches a method of cleaning dishes in a dishwasher in accordance 
with a programmed wash cycle implemented by a central control unit comprising a 
prewashing step and a washing step, the method comprising determining the quality of 
stains on tableware as to whether they are water-soluble or not by determining a length 
of time required for a turbidity to stop increase during the prewashing step and decide 
the optimum washing condition in accordance with the estimation. JP 07-59716 does 
not anticipate or suggest fairly a step of determining the length of time for the turbidity to 
stop increasing comprises determining a difference in turbidity measurements 
associated with a selective operation of an upper spray device and a lower spray device 
respectively in combination with other steps as instantly required. 

No other prior art that anticipates or suggest fairly the instant claim has been 
located as of the date of this office action. Therefore claims 2, 8-10, 13-15, 20 and 21 
are allowed over the prior art of record
